At no time were any of the Kowloon- 
Canton trains in any danger, and the management points 
out that they have always remained well clear of any 
area where bombing has been carried out until the line 
is safe for travel. Approximately 2,600 passengers are 
travelling in each direction daily over the line. 

The Canton train arrived in Hongkong at 1.45 a.m,’ 
to-day; eicht hours late. The damage to the line did not 
require this much time to correct, but the train kept back 
as long as there was the slightest danger,

~PLANNING CHILDREN’S 
HOMEWORK 


ITH the beginning of the school 
session parents are again faced 
with the worry of their children’s 
homework. Fortunately very youny 
children are not ourdened with 
homework, but what they have to do 
should be done well so that they set 
Into the hobit of talking thelr home- 
work: ‘seriously, 

Homework must be attended to If 
boys ond ylrls are to be thoroughly’ 
prepared to enrn thelr living, No 
matter how well’ taught they nre 
during school hours, it ts impossible 
for them to mnater nll the subjects 
necessary for n Lenving Certificate 
without learning to concentrate and 
work by themselves, und so deyelop 
no hnblit of studying which will stand 
them In good stend all thelr lives.

I 
know ‘a mother who has Inbelled her 
family “very clever,” and ‘they have 
1o live up to that reputation, even 
though they do not get to bed til 
midnight. She wants her children to 
outshine all the other pupils, so they 
have to slog at their lessons day in 
and day out. They do an abnormal 
amount of Homework and are not even 
freo from study during thc holidays.

Of course they 
must not be allowed to put on the 
wireless or jump uv every time the 
door bell rings, Then they would 
hnve the rest of the evening for them- 
selves, us well as the hours between 
leaving school and six o'clock, Satur- 
day and Sunday should be free days.

It Is in this way that eye trouble 
fs often discovered, Faulty vision is 
not usually painful, and there are 
very few indications in the child's 
expression or habits which provide 
any cluc to the parents, 


Continuous screwing up of the lids 
and reading with the book close to 
the eyes are two olyns that vision is 
not normal. 

It is, however, a good plan to have 
a. child's eyes examined by a come 
petent practitioner at the age of six, 
for there may be errors In a child's 
sight whieh, would He dormant un- 
less exposed .by a thorough optcal 
test. If allowed to remain unco 
rected these crrors tend to increa 
until they catse actual physiaal di 
comfort. In addition, nu child's 
chances in later Hfe are scriously 
prejudiced if his sight at school is 
below normal, 


It may be necessary for uw child to 
wear glasses when only six years 
old, but this should not cause such 
expressions of horror as are heard in 
the consulting room when this ad- 
vice is given to the parents. 


The humun eye fs just as prone to 
§mperfections as any other part of 
the body. It sensitive, and Its 
construction is so delicate that the 
smallest: departure from the normal 
shape will cause defects in) sisht. 

Feverish ailments such as measles, 
mumps, and chickenpox frequently 
Jenve a child's sight below normal. 
An optical examination should’ be 
made nos soon as the child has re- 
covered, so that strain artsing fram 
weal eyes may be removed. 


Excessive straln cnn be caused by 
poor Hehting ut school and at home. 
Modern schools ore ‘designed to uvold 
this, and the parents should see that 
plenty of Nght isn provided for home- 
work.

3,544,000 to 224,000 


(By IAN MACKAY) 


Norwich, Sept. 10. 


‘After a long and somctimes bitter debate the Trades 
Union Congress decided to-day by 3,544,000 votes to 
224,080 to adopt the new declaration of policy on Defence 
which was issued by the National Council of Labour last 


week. 


While the new policy does not specially support the 
Government’s rearmament programme, there is no doubt 
that in effect most Labour people regard it as qualified 


support at least. 

Sir Walter Citrine, In explaining 
the report, made it quite clear that 
the General Council Is prepared to 
yo auch further than they have 
hitherto admitted to oppose = the 
spread of Fascism, even to the ex- 
tent of wing armed force. 


There will be ptenty of argument 
between now and the Labour Party 
Conference at Bournemouth next 
month respecting how far to-day's 
deelsion commits the movement, but, 
though there will be fierce conflict, 
there Is little doubt that the inten- 
tian of most of the delegates ut the 


Congress wns to support the rearma-) 


ment projframme oon the basis of 


collective security, 


The opposition vigorous 
enough on the rostrum, but when it 
came to counting heads: the Shop 
Assistants and the Furnishing Trades 
were the only important unions 
which went through with It.

‘RETURNS 

7 Back From His 
European Tour 


At present In Hongkong az o guest 
of the Hongkong. Government Js Dr. 
H. H..Kung, Chinese Finance Minis- 
ter, who arrived’ here yesterday 
nfternoon in a_ specially chartered 
Pan-American Airways plane from 
Manila, 


Dr. Kung, who was met by the 
Mayor of Canton and the Chinese 
unofliclal members of the Councll, 
will remain In Hongkong for o few 
days, but hls plans ure uncertain. 

In an Interview granted at the 
Peninsula Hotel shortly after his ar- 
rival, Dro-Kung said that China at 
present has plenty of money and 
eredit. “I don't know if we could 
keep on for ten years,” he comment- 
ed humorously, “but we can carry 
on for some time, and after that it 
is up to the world... We are not 
fighting for Chinn nlone but for the 
peace and security of the whole 
world.” 


The Hongkong Clipper landed on 
her speclal Might at 4.20 p.m., and 
Dr. Kung, accompanicd by Mayor 
was 
taken to the Peninsula Hotel in the 
Governor's car, The hundred or so 
persons who had waited at Kal Tak 
for Dr. Kung's arrival and some of 
whom had been presented to him as 
he stepped fram the launch, follow- 
ed the Minister to the hotel where 
he received all his guests and loter 
the Press, 


GUESTS OF GOVERNMENT 


It was announced by Dr, R. HH. 
Kotewall that Dr. Kung and his 
party would be the guests of the 
Government during thelr stay in) 
Hongkong, but as Mountain Lodge 
was occupied by refugees and Gov- 
ernment House was under repair are 
rangements had been made for the 
purty to stay at the Peninsula Hotel. 
Dr. Kung has been invited to dine at 
Government House on October 19 and 
a dinner tendered by the Chinese 
members of Councll is being arrang- 
ed. Dr, Kung Is unnble to say when 
he will be leaving Hongkong, how- 
ever, or whether he will be able to 
accept the Invitations offered him. 


In a long Interview with the Press 
rranted after his many well wishers 
had been received, Dr. Kung sald 
thant he had left the lner_ Victoria, 
on which he had travelled from 
Europe, nnd caught the Clipper 
owing to his desire to stay in Mantla 
to meet the British Ambassador, Sir 
Hughy Knatchbull-Hugessen, who 13 
at present In Baguio. The meeting: 
could not be arranged, though a 
telephone conversation toole place, 


Asked if during his stay in Hong- 
Icong he would attempt to negotiate, 
with the ‘authoritfes here regarding 
the free movement of planes, arms 
and ammunition through Hongkong 
to Canton, nnd request the right of 
assembling planes here for flying to 
Canton, Dr. Kung said “Hongkong is 
n free port, isn't it? Your. mere 
chants have the goods jn thelr go- 
downs ond they are for sale to any- 
one, It is up to the buyer, surely. 
If he, wants to carry them away in 
his pocket he should be able to!” 
Vurther than that Dr. Kung would 
hot comment... - Be ale nes Meno 


CHINA'S FINANCES 


On the subject «of his countries 
fnances Dr. Kung stated that at 
present there js plenty of ercdit and 
money for Chinn—"I don’t know 
whether awe could ‘carry on’ for ten 
years," he commented humorously, 
“but we can for some time and it 
is then up to the world, “The coun- 
tries Who are members of | the 
League of Nations have a respon= 
sibility to help China, We are not 
fighting for ourselves” but for the 
peace and security of the world." 


The members of the Chinese Press 

present were particularly Interested 
‘in the statements made by Dr, Kung 
to a Japanese reporter who ques- 
tloned him in Singapore. Dr. 
Kung's remarks on this subject In- 
dicated that previous reports were 
erroncous. "The Japanese reporter 
asked me several questions,’ thie 
Minister recounted. “When he ask- 
ed avout the war I told him ‘it fs 
up to you,’ and when he asked if 
we would stop fighting if Japan did 
then I explained to him that we are 
not the apgeressors and are Ayhting 
a purely defensive war and if Japan 
rtopaed fighifng we would naturally 
stop also. T told him that if Japan 
is willing to talk reasonably we 
would nuturally co-operate to end 
hostilities for we are a peace-loving 
and civilised country.” 
. In answer to questions Dr, Kung 
said that the mere fact of cessation 
of hostilities would not mean that 
China gave up any of her territory 
nt present held by the Japanese, 
“Sometimes you can get back terri- 
tory without fighting, sometimes 
fighting docs not mean that you gain 
territory,” he sald. 


NO EXCUSE 


In Europe, -sald Dr. Kung, he was 
‘impressed -by the indications of the 
colldarity of the British Empire and, 
though there were numerous indica- 
tions of trouble and unrest’ in 
Europe, from his taliss with the lend- 
ers of the natlons he hnd gained the 
impression that none of them want- 
ed war, : 


“It is usual to group Germany, 
Italy and, Japan together," sald Dr, 
Kung, ‘Actually to be falr they 
must be judged separately. Ger- 
many broke her treaties becnuse she 
believed they were unfair and op- 
pressive, Ituly invaded Ethlopla to 
tuke her civilisation to oa backward 
country, In the case of Japan ond 
the war in China there are no such 
excuses, Jnpnn was not oppressed 
and ashe cnnnot wish to give us 
civilization, for we taught the Japan- 
eso thelr civilization! The Japanese 
invasion {1s of ‘a purely military 
nature. So long'as the Japanese 
bellove they have ao: divine mission 
in-Asin thero will bo troubid, though

Chapel, Hongkew is sparkling Mike a 
huge diamond no the shells burst into 
gusts of fire. Nothing like this hus 
ever been seen before in. Shanghat's 
history. : ; 

AM bombs, shells and bullets are 
falling everywhere, One shell land- 
ed In Honan Road and another in 
Szechuen Road, tn the heart of down- 
town Shonghal. Every  Japancec 
warship is firing guns and anti-air- 
craft fire is active, adding to the 
tremendous din. A_ Chinese ‘shell 
landed In Chapoo Road bridge out- 
side the Capitol Theatre. The drone 
of Chinese planes overhead was 
heard in n steady and unhurried 
manner despite the furlous Japanese 
shelling.

BRITAIN IN CONTROL 


It is gratifying, and at the 
game time something of a relief, 
to learn that British statesmen 
have at least succeeded in side- 
stepping a blow to international 
relations .in | Europe over the 
question of foreign volunteers 
in Spain,.. It is gratifying be- 
cause, When we last commented 
upon this delicate Spanish situa- 
tion! a day or two ago, we ex- 
pressed our. confidence in Bri- 
tish statesmanship, and the be- 
lief that before any irremediable 
step was taken the possibilities 
of conference would be exhaust- 
ed. The volunteer problem has 
been tossed back into the per- 
haps unwilling Jap of the Non- 
Intervention Committee. We 
are relieved at the decision be- 
cause the. opening of the Franco- 
Spanish frontier to arms and 
aid for the Loyalist-cause would 
have brought France and Italy 
almost, if not quite, openly to 
grips on Spanish soil, The re- 
percussions from such a colfi- 
sion would have shaken, the 
world. The dangers inherent 
in a struggle of that nature are 
too apparent to require magni- 
ficeution. We feel we should 
congratulate Great Britain for 
the part she has played in these 
latter developments, for unques- 
tionably the tempers in France 
are such that action can only be 
restrained by friends and allies, 
Nor is it a cense of a few 
frightened people shouting to 
their protagonists: ‘Do hold us 
back !” It is our belief that 
France, in truth, was prepared 
to. open the Pyrences frontier 
und assist the Loyalists, as the 
Leftist parties in that country 
have desired to do for some 
time, despite the risk involved. 
British. statesmen,  far-seeing, 
ealm as usual in the crisis, have 
possibly prevented disaster by 
deterring France from holding 
 pistol—and a loaded one at 
that—at the heads of the Italian 
Fascists. While the danger is 
not past, we have at least a 
brenthing-space, and time to 
weigh calmly the consequences 
of any -action to be taken. 
Failure to sct in this juncture, 
however, may be mistaken as an 
indication of ‘weakness or lack 
of solidarity on the part-of Bri- 
tain and France. That in itself 
is a danger not to be ignored. 
Yor it is our feeling that behind 
the plasticity of British policy 
‘isan fron, moulding hand, and 
that unless a satisfactory com- 
promise is reached in the Non- 
Intervention Committee's -dis- 
cussions in short order, there 
will be renewal of pressure upon 


lItaly for a settlement—particu- 


larly in’ view of General 
Franco’s repeated approval of 
the plan of withdrawal of all 
volunteers. 


HERE are at least 
: two well-dressed men 
‘in America; at Press 
Conference they stand be- 
hind the President of the 
United States; and they 
never bat an cyclid.

The only trouble 
is the needle sometimes becomes 
blunt, and the puncture is not 
as quick and easy as in the or- 
dinary painless operation. In 
emergencies there should be no 
complaint that is not wholly 
reasonable.

At the head of the town was an 
obscure British colonel, unmarried, 
hard-bitten, cavalry trained, one 
Robert Buden-Powell. But he wis 
not the ordinary cavalry officer of 
his perlod, 


of ne importance, 


Not for‘him the hide-bound tradi-- 


ton which lost battles on sound 
Sandhurst lncs. Not for him the 
bolled-shirt behaviour of the pre- 
war officer and gentleman, 

There was un. impishness, a piety, 
an- orlpinality und an initlative 
about him that left the slow-witted 
Boers aghast and taught his own 
countrymen something of the valuc 
of adaptability. 

When the South African war broke 

out, relieving the fension like 

the bursting of an ulcer, the bearded 
Boer leader Cronje moved to invest 
and take Mafelcdng. He had with 
him 10,000 men: onc cannot call 
them troops, for they were farmers 
with keen eyes and accurate — riftes, 
ditty beards and slovenly clothes, 
They fought slowly, patiently, in- 
domitubly—but surlily. 

They: fought to show these guy, 
crazy, godless Britons who came ta 
turn thelr ficlds to diamond = mines 
that what they hid they held. 
Under their President, Oom Paul 
ACruger—a figure. stepped. out. of the 
Old Testament, with the ancient 
patriarchal {deas of the rights of 
Man (und the wrongs of Womiun) 
and the old Dutch Puritan culture— 
the Boers went to'a godly war. - 

Mafeking stood, in their path. 
There was no rtratestist among ‘them

craves. When the physleal defect is 
neither painful to the child nor no- 
ticeable to the parent, the child never 
complains until he realises that he 
is different from his — playmates, 
Then he wants to know why. 

It Is in, this way that eye trouble 
fa often discovered. Faulty vision is 
not usually -painful, and there are 
very few indications in the child's 
expression or habits, which provide 
any clue to the parents. 


Continuous screwing up of the lds 
and reading with the book close to 
the eyes are two signs that vision Js 
not normal, 

It is, however, a good plan lo have 
a child's eyes examined bya coms 
petent practitioner at the age of six, 
for there may be errors in a child’s 
sight which would He dormant une 
less exposed by’ a thorough optical 
test, If allowed to remain uncor- 
rected these errors tend to increase 
until they cause actual physical dis- 
comfort. In addition, oa child’s 
chances in later Jife are seriously 
prejudiced if tis sight at school Is 
below normal.

Slr,—-May I be permitted to make a 
few remarks on the Ictter which op- 
peared, under the nom de plume of 
‘Vern Pro Gratis,’ in your issuc of

‘Vera Pro Gratlis’ hag tnken to 
task (upparently believing in their 
existence) “the Chinese—especiolly 
those In Canton—who have 50 
assiduously coveted Hongkong and 
done thelr utmost to make it uncom- 
fortable for us during the past 15 
years.” J cannot tell whether ‘Vera 
Pro Gratlls' has actually come across 
such Chinese, but I should like to say 
that the fucts, as known to me, do not 
warrant such an unplensant impress- 
fon. I have bee resident in Hong- 
kong since March 1924 and discussed 
Chinese affatrs-- on Jnnumerable 
ocensions with friends of various 
natlonalitics in all walks of Ife, but 
have never befere henrd a similar 
nccusation. To my knowledge, apart 
from the unhappy 1925: strike which 
Wag at that time regretted by alt 
responsible Chinese but hos since, in 
the best interests of 411 concerned, 
become past history, the closest co- 
operation has for years existed be- 
tween Hongkong and Cunton com- 
mercially and politically, I am sure 
that your readers wiJl bear me oul 
on this point. . 


With regard to the lives and boate 
that have been lost recently at sei 
ts @ result of Japanese ruthlessness, 
could anybody in his right 
deny thnt something practical should 
be done, as soon as possible, for the 
remaining fisherfolk of Hongicongs 
whose only means (very meagre at 
that) of Iivelihood Is fshing and 
selling thelr cntch  to- Hongkong 
residents? Sympathy: has, in fact, 


been expressed for these unfortunates |

‘Murderer’s 
_Appeal 
Dismissed 


The Full Court of Appeal, consist- 
Ing of the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl 
MacGregor, Mr. Justice R. E. Lindscll, 
Puisne Judge, and Mr. Justice C. G. 
Alabaster, delivered judgment this 
morning In the appeal of Chung Chi- 
cheung, former cabin boy of the 
Chinese Maritime Customs cruiser 
Chcung Keng, ‘against sentence of 
death passed on him for the murder 
of Captain Douglas Lorne Campboll, 
late commander’ of the cruiser, on 
January 11, 1937. The appeal was 
dismissed. : eae ess 

The defendant; it was alleged, shot 
and killed Captain Campbell on board 
the cruiser when off Futaumun on 
the morning of, January 11 last, 
seriously wounded the Chief OMiccr, 
Chiu Chang-lcoh, and then turned 
the weapon on himself, inflicting a 
chest wound. . % 

Chung Chiechcung faced, ot first, 
extradition proceedings at the Instance 
of the Kwangtung Provincial authori- 
lies, but was discharged on salisfy~ 
Ing the Court that he was a British 
subject born in Kowloon. It was ad- 
mitted the crime occurred in British 
waters, : 

The case came. up originally before 
Mr. K. Keen at the Central Magis- 
tracy In July and the defendant was 
committed to stand his triol at the 
August Criminal Sessions. He was 
sentenced to death on August 23 at 
the Sesslons, und appealed against 
his sentence. 

The ground for the appeal was that 
{he local Court has no jurisdiction 
over the appellant, the alleged crime 
having been committed on board a 
forel7n public vessel.

It is gratifying, and at the 
same time something of a relief, 
to learn that British statesmen 
have at least succeeded in side- 
stepping a blow to international 
relations in Europe over the 
question of foreign volunteers 
in Spain. It is gratifying be- 
cause, when we last commented 
upon this delicate Spanish situa- 
tion a day or two ago, we ex- 
pressed our. confidence in Bri- 
tish ‘statesmanship, and the he- 
lief .that before any irremediable 
step was taken the possibilities 
of conference would be exhaust- 
ed. The volunteer problem has 
been tossed back into the per- 
haps unwilling Inp of the Non- 
Intervention Committee. We 
are relieved at the decision be- 
cause the opening of the Franco- 
Spanish frontier to arms and 
aid for the Loyalist cause would 
have brought France and Italy 
almost, if not quite, openly to 
grips on Spanish soil. The re- 
percussions from such a colli- 
sion would have shaken the 
world. The dangers inherent 
in a struggle of that nature are 
too apparent to require’ magni- 
fication. We feel. we should 
congratulate Great Britain for 
the part she has played in these 
latter developments, for unques- 
tionably the tempers in France 
nre such that action can only be 
restrained by friends und allies. 
Nor is it a case of a few 
frightened people. shouting to 
their protagonists: “Do hold us 
back!’ It is our belief that 
France, in truth, was prepared 
to open the Pyrenees frontier 
and assist the Loyalists, as the 
Leftist parties in that country 
have desired to do for some 
time, despite the risk involved. 
British statesmen,  far-seeing, 
calm as usual in the crisis, have 
possibly prevented disaster by 
deterring France from holding 
a pistol—and a loaded one. at 
that—at the heads of the Italian 
Fascists. While the danger is 
not pust, we have at least a 
breathihg-space, and time ° to 
weigh calmly the consequences 
of any action to be taken. 
Failure to act in this juncture, 
however, may be mistaken as an 
indication of weakness or. lack 
of solidarity on the part of Bri- 
tain and France.
